While Governor Pinchot's "execution 
list" was being compiled today for 
fulfillment of his axe-wielding move 
to force the re-election of C. Jay 
Ooodnough as speaker of the 1925 
House, an effort was under way to 
get certain-organization leaders into 
conference with the governor to agree 
on a candidate that will defeat Thom- 
as Bluett, Philadelphia, Vare-Grundy- 
I.eslie man. 


This is the latest development in 


the bitter fight that has assumed the 
nature of old-time politics and which 
re-echoes the battle between former 
Governor Martin G. Brumbaugh and j 
Senator Boise Penrose, when behead- 
ing of office holders was a favorite 
pastime.

There was no announcement of the

against Bluett but it is known that a 
former state senator, very close to 
the governor^ has been'despatched to 
bring W. Harry Baker, Republican 
rhairman, and who favors Clyde Har- 
er, as speaker, into a conference with 
the chief executive of the state.
